A few days later- the corresponden 


left Samoa for San Francisco, wher 
he met the young widow of the la 
mented officer and placed the trinkets 
in her possession. Long ago, at th 
instigation of his family and of Lans- 
dale's comrades in the navy, unsuceess 
ful efforts had been made to trace th 
articles, so hope that they ever woult 
be found had been practically aban 
doned. 


Mr.. Leigh this afternoon handed to 
the President a letter from Mataafa, o 
which the following is a translation 


"To His Excellency, William Mckin 


ley, President of the United States of 
America.—Tour Excellency: I have to- 
day, been: informed that a watch lias 
been found by one of my people whid 
is believed to hare belonged to Lieu 
•tenant Lansdale or Ensign MonaghaQ, 
who were unhappily killed in battle's 
Vailele, on April' 1. 
I have learned 
that Mr. Leigh is about to leave Sa< 
moa for America, and. I have asked 
him to convey the watch to your Ex- 
.cellency In the'hope that you wil 
cause it to be restored to the bereaved 
mother or nearest relative of the brave 
and much-lamented officer. Mr. Leigh 
will tell you that I have sincerely de- 
plored the,sad, untimely death of the 
brave officers and men who came from 
America and perished in the late un- 
happy and useless war. My sorrow {B 
the more because of the great friend- 
ship which your great country has In 
the past extended to Samoa. I am es- 
pecially anxious that this should be 
made known to the sadly stricken 
mothers and relatives. May it be the 
will of God that there may never again 
be strife between America and the Sa- 
moans, and that tbe three powers will 
recognize my submission to their will 
and desire for good government 
pray God may give you long life.

patch from 'Pretoria says: The Trans- 
vaal adheres to the seven years' fran- 
chise law, but is willing to consider, 
and, if necessary, adopt any sugges- 
tions Great Britain may make with re- 
gard to the working of the law. In re- 
gard to the other points of Mr. Cham- 
berlain's dispatch the Transvaal bold- 
ly stands by the London convention. It 
is said that the reply is couched in 
polite terms. 


The dispatch then gives what pur- 


ports to be a summary of the reply 
which is similar to the other forecasts, 
concluding as follows: "The Transvaal 
feels at liberty to depart from 
the 


joint inquiry, which she accepted in 
the bona fide belief that it would lead 
to a. final settlement." 


The correspondent adds: "Both the 
President and the Executive Council 
are firmly convinced that no1 finality is 
intended and that further concessions 
would only postpone the struggle. The 
Transvaal regards herself as tricked 
into a proposal by Mr. Chamberlain. 
The Orange Free State will certainly 
stand by the Transvaal." 
State Secretary Reitz, in the course 


of an interview today, expressed some 
doubt as to whether any alteration 
would be made in the existing fran- 
chise law, but said he believed a way 
should and could be found to estab- 
lish an arbitration court. As to suze- 
rainty, the least said the soonest mend- 
ed, remarked the State Secretary. 


In the forecasts of President Rin- 
ger's reply there is undoubtedly a large 
basis of truth, which seems to bring 
the dispute within a measurable dis- 
tance of war. Last evening the press 
association issued a curious statement 
to the effect that as soon as the garri- 
son in Natal 
had been sufficiently 


strengthened the Transvaal Govern- 
ment would be called upon to accept a 
new 
convention .already drafted, 


which, while guaranteeing the integri- 
ty of the Transvaal state, provides for 
the demolition of the forts and limits 
of the armed-force of the Transvaal 
to a number deemed sufficient to main- 
tain internal order.

According to the Press Association, 


the convention will demand that the 
diplomatic agencies be suppressed and 
the judiciary be made independent of 
the executive. 


This statement, which realizes the 


extreme demands of the Uitlanders, 
must be accepted under reserve at the 
jresent stage, but it is not unlikely to 
ie a semi-official hint as to the next 
move of the Government should Presi- 
dent Kruger prove obstinate. 


The London morning paper editor- 


ials regarded the crisis as having 
reached its most acute phase. The Dal- 
y-News says: "We refuse to believe 
that President Kruger is so foolish as 
a reject Mr. Chamberlain's moderate 
demands." 


The Daily Chronicle, which appeals 


again, to Kruger "to accept while it is 
yet time and before England's terms 
>ecome harder," says: "Refusal of the 
present terms will involve the ruin of 
the State over which President Kru- 
ger presides. The British Government 
have'played their first and second 
moves in the game, and must perforce 
play the third and then the fourth. 
If Mr. Kruger haggles, the sinister con- 
ditions in South . Africa will grow 
worse until a catastrophe is reached." 


Other papers talk of the imminence 


of war, and all tie dispatches 
from 


South Africa continue to describe the 
military preparations on both sides.

NfittBO LABOK. 


Those who are interested in the 


•question of negro labor should read 
the,article published in the Montreal 
Star, which Is reprinted In another 
column. 


.Those who are interested in the edu- 
cation of the negro, have for many 
years, noticed the remarkable differ- 
ence in the physical appearance and 
mental traits of different negroes. The 
arrtterof thisarticle,about twenty years 
ago. while visiting in Newbera, North 
Carolina, was told about a negro who 
was the most successful cotton planter 
in the country. The writer drove out. 
to his plantation end spent some hours 
with him. He was coal Mack, had thin 
lips and a Grecian profile. Although 
4ie -had been a slave, and was without 
education, he had developed a strong 


mind, had purchased one 


acres of land! and .paid; for 


it out of the profits of his cotton props, 
although the white men said cotton did 
not pay. In the border States and in 
the upper Gulf States many negroes of 
this character are found, though few 
In comparison with ' the" entire1- black 
population. 
~ 


AS'the American =negro speaks the 


English language, and is used to the 
American ways, and can handle a hoe, 
and moreover can move without the 
interference of immigration laws to 
any part of the national territory, he 
may; If selected carefully, be a desir- 
aMb laborer, Bat these conditions in 
some respects make him a dangerous 
laborer. He has on imperfect idea of 
feis rights, and therefore exaggerates 
them. His mind is constantly inflamed 
with the foolish talk of the ignorant 
negro demagogue. He will not listen 
to or follow the educated and intelli- 
gent men of his own race. The policy 
•of the Republican party, adopted for 
the purpose of aiding him to protect 
his manhood, he misinterpreted into a 
declaration of "his fitness and capacity 
to' enjoy the same political rights 
-which his white neighbor possessed. 
This policy, coining from the heart, not 
the head of the Republican party, 
and even a sound policy, within cer- 
tain limitations, .has worked mischief, 
And made'thV common; the "Ignorant, 
the thriftless negro, restless, dissatis- 
fied and unreliable. He is far too 
Ignorant to realize his own situation. 
He has been, and is, as a rule, too 
ignorant to understand that in the i 
boundless. domain of cheap and waste 
land in the 'South, he has superb op- 
»portunkies to become a land owner. 
For many years the wages of the ne- 
£ro in the South have been at least 
doable the wages paid in Japan to the 
farm laborers, tout the negro has lived 
from hand to mouth, and tne ease with 
which he can live on "hoe cake" has 
irorked against his .progress. 


On the other <hand, as it was said in 


rtitn Journal recently, the white man of 
the South has, as a rule, utterly failed 
-to take advantage of bis opportunities, 
aad educate the .negro into being an 
•"intelligent laborer. There is abundant 
excuse for his lailure, which need not 
be now considered. 


Any attempt to bring negro laborers 


into this Territory would be an ex- 
ceedingly dangerous movement, unless 
ft was done, so as to exclude the 
tfcrttUeastj, and the grossly ignorant 
•whos •MM&1 soon become a veritable 
cnrsBrtotbe community. 


A movement, however, to bring in 


to the Territory the better class of 
negroes, by the most careful selection 
of them, in those parts of the country 
where they have shown themselves to 
be good laborers, could supply, per- 
haps, a considerable part of the labor 
needed In the Territory. An immigra- 
tion of this kind requires time, pa- 
tience, and the best executive ability. 
Only the undesirable negroes would 
offer to immigrate at 
once. 
Those 


wtio hare acquired homes and land, 
eren though of little value, would hes- 
itate to move, unless they were con- 
vinced by men in whom they have 
confidence, that they could reaJly bet- 
ter their condition by such Immigra- 
tion, 


On the other hand, if there were 


•oeh Immigration, .the planters would 
hire to modify their methods of using 
*cdh labor. Negro laborers, who are 
well cared for, and well tr«ued, will 
do excellent work. But when they -are 
abased, they are quite like the white 
men, 
for they sulk and ehirk their

Pew people even in the United States 


are aware of the fact that there is large 
section of Texas in which German 
Immigrants settled in the forties', and 
in spite of the general belief In the 
South that they could not work in the 
southern climate, have become the 
most successful agriculturists of the 
Sooth. This large German population 
will Ihold on" October 4 a general con- 
vention advancing the interests of the 
German people. 


As an aid to the practical side of this 


German-Texas'congress, it has been de- 
cided to rescue and preserve the story 
of German history in Texas.' In thi» 
topic the. congress will find a rich 
field for its labors, for the stirring 
epoch of German history-making in 
Texas did noY'ettd'with the establish- 
ment of the early towns of Fredericks- 
burg, Sisteruale, and New Braunfels 
by the pioneer band of restless Ger- 
man spirits who came to this country 
with Prince Solms Braunfels in 1845. 


The German in Texas had a" subse- 


quent ^istory, equally stirring as that 
of the venturesome vanguard that 
crossed the sea in 1845, or those who 
fled after the revolutionary period of 
1848. The Germans have been making 
history ever since, or rather, have been 
moulding character, which, after all, 
directs the destiny of a state's history. 
Beginning in the forties, they pushed 
northwestward the lines of civilization, 
redeeming from the savage all of the 
highland country known as the Texas 
Alps, the h^eart of which is the German 
burg Comfort, and the westernmost 
boundary the hills of Fredericksburg. 


For ten or fifteen years following 


they were the best Indian fighters of 
the state. Fearless, Jiardy, and splen- 
did marksmen, they were the best ele- 
ment ia the early Texas Rangers. In 
this . English-speaking country., this 
tact1-has been overlooked, bnt an in- 
spection, of the records shows that there 
were entire German companies of In- 
dian fighters and.-Germans in every 
company. 
During 'ttfis period they 


were the teamsters,' the "common car- 
"rier*"' of'ifie ftew state, 'theirs were 
the long- wagon trains that carried 
the freight from the then important 
seaport of 3ndianola as far inland as 
San Antonio, and from thence west- 
ward to Mexico,, and into the moun- 
tains to the German communities'that 
had been built up in th'e highlands. 


It is characteristic of the two na- 


tions: The Americans were the owners 
of the fast stage-coach lines. The 
drivers were Americans, with here and 
there- a German, at the lines as if by 


doe* n4t appear at once to be a great 
epoch In the history of a state, because 
It is gradual and peaceful, yet it shapes 
its destiny in that it gives new condi- 
tions and new ambitions.

WAR TALK IN LONDON.* 


LONDON, Sept 16.^-Specnla£lott re- 


garding the events that would imme- 
diately precede and follow 'hostilities 
with the Transvaal continues to occupy 
public attention.

The 
process, according to good authority, 
would be a proclamation by the Brit- 
ish High Commissioner, Sir Alfred Mil- 
ner, stating that the convention of 
London is annulled • and that Queen 
Victoria lias resumed the government 
of the country known as the South 
African Republic.

When the country is -pacified, a com- 
mission, doubtless representing all 
classes of the inhabitants of the Trans- 
vaal, would be appointed to draft a new 
constitution.

Mr. John Morley referred to 
them as able to put an army of 50,000 
men in the field, while the War Office 
officials seem to think that 25.000 is 
all they could muster.

The vessel 
struck about a mile to,, the windward of 
the harbor, in a remarkably smooth sea 
and with a rising tide. Pilot Bob 
English was engaged in taking out the 
John Smith and the Colusa's captain 
was evidently in too much, of a hurry 
to wait for him to get back. In try- 
ing to make port he sailed too close to 
the shore and the Colusa grounded on 
a narrow reef on both sides of which 
there was deep water. The center of 
the vessel struck hard and fast on the 
reef, the bow and stern being both 
clear and in comparatively deep water. 


The steamer Maui, which was at an- 


ehor in Kahulni harbor, at once went 
to the assistance of the stranded ves- 
sel and within an hour after had a 
hawser fast. 
This broke with the

Attempts to encourage ne- 
gro emigration to Africa have not 
proved very successful in the past, and 
it is doubtful if they will be in the 
future.

What the British Isles Get Away 


^ 
Wllli Annually. 


"In 1869 -tne,English consumed on 


the*.average 42 pounds of sugar per 
capita, annually," says a writer in the 
Forum/ "That this is enough for .either 
health'-.'or reasonable enjoyment isprpv- 
ed: by the tact that few people use 
so much today. For •example, In 1896 
Italy consumed 7.19 rounds per capita; 
Sp^p».12.67 pounds;'Austrla-Hungary, 
16.S4 pptinds; Belgium, 22.8 pounds; 
Gtermany, 27.14 pounds, and France, 
28.24 pounds. In the United States, 
where the use of sweets is said to be 
Injuriously excessive, only 36 pounds 
per .capita, were consumed in 1869 and 
61 pounds per capita In 1898. In Eng- 
land during 1895-97 every -human be- 
ing,' including babies, invalids and 
paupers, disposed on the .average of 
neatly 4 ounces of sugar a day, or 84.77 
pounds a year., Furthermore, neithet 
from, the .economic .nor the sanltar> 
standpoint do the uses to which thie 
extra|'. sugar ration is put seem satis- 
factpry. One of the chief of th.ese ap- 
pears to. be to encourage drinking, 
Though the exports of beer from Eng- 
land'show a tendency to decline, brew- 
ing grows apace. 
Twenty-seven gal- 


lons a year per capita, counting wo- 
men and .children, are surely enough 
In , America, though the amount o: 
spirits drunk is the same, 15% gallons 
of beer suffice, and American beer' Is 


fc$/ Twenty-seven and one-quarte 


gallons were the measure lor England 
in 1883, yet in 1897 it had swelled u.

Some R»«»on» Why <h« Institution 


Should b* mad* P«rman«m— 


Latter from Mr*. CuUqk. 


Much interest is taken here in the 


establishment of the International In- 
stitute for Girls in/Spain. Mr. and 
Mrs. Win. H.'Gulick are the founders 
of the work of educating Spanish girls 
in Spain,' since 187L Mr. Oulick was 
born in these Islands, and first set- 
tled In Barcelona. Spain, but subse- 
quently moved to San Sebastian in 
1881. Their labors have been, subject 
to constant and excessive annoyance. 
The Roman Catholic interests have op- 
posed them at every step, but they 
have not yielded for a moment, and 
have determined to crown the work of 
their lives by estaBlishing this insti- 
tute for girls in Madrid under the 


i shadows of the University of Spain. 


THE INTERNATIONAL INSTITUTE 


-FOB GIRLS IN SPAIN. 


This institute was established in 1881 


by Mrs. Alice Gordon Gulick in the 
city of San Sebastian, Spain. 
In 1892 it was incorporated, by the 


Commonwealth of Massachusetts. In 
1897 -Mrs. -Alice Freeman Palmer was 
elected president of the corporation. 


The institute has been supported by 


the Woman's Board of Missions, con- 
nected with the American Congrega- 
tional Board of Missions, and the spe- 
cial gifts of friends. 
Its connection with the Spanish in- 


stitutions,, tbe Institute and University 
of Madrid, has been supported by the 
corporation _and not by the Mission 
Board. 


NORMAL CLASS. 


At first the instruction in the insti- 
tute was limited to the preparation of 
teachers and the graduates received the 
diploma of the institute. Forty of these 
graduates have been employed in the 
principal cities of Spain in schools for 
primary and 
secondary instruction 


with marked success. Last year they 
reported over 2,500 children under in- 
struction. 


THE INSTITUTE. 


In 1890 it was resolved to bring the 
girls into the State system of educa- 
tion, as there is no law against admit- 
ting girls into the provincial institute, 
or the National and State Universities. 
The plan -was, however, to prepare the 
girls in the San Sebastian Institute and 
send the'm up for the State examina- 
tions. This was possible owing to the 
fact that several college girls, grad- 
uates of Mt. Holyoke and Wellesley, 
had become members of the faculty. In 
1890 four girls presented themselves 
for examination in the institute and. 
received in their entrance examinations 
the highest marks'given by the insti- 
tute. 
In 1891 out of 41 girls examined 33 


came up to the same high standing aft- 
er competitive examination. 


In 1892 fonr of the prizes were 


gained by the girls of the institute, 


June 30, 1894, a class of four girls, 
Esther Alonso, Sara Marques, Isabel 
Alonso and Juliana Campo, received 
the certificate of completed work in 
tbe State Institute of Gulpozcoa at 
San Sebastian, entitling them to the 
degree of Bachelor of Arts. 


It was tbe first time in. the history 


of Spain that girls taught by women 
had obtained such recognition. 


Certificates from State schools se- 


cure for the students much better 
places as teachers. 
Besides the courses of study assigned 
at the State Institute, these girls had 
studied English, French, music and 
drawing, a thorough course of Bible 
study, and the-sewing and embroidery 
required in the Spanish schools. 


At this- date 1$ girls have received 


the degree "of B.A. from the State In- 
stitute. 


THE UNIVERSITY. 


The great event of the year 1895 was 


the matriculation; of two girls, Esther 
Alonso and Juliana Campo, in the Uni- 
versity of Madrid. The professors 
showed great interest in the plan, and 
at the end of the year, after careful 
examination, the girls were awarded 
the highest mark that the university 
gives, In all the studies presented. The 
professors of the university congratu- 
lated ihd girls and asked them when 
they had studied end who had taught 
them. When they replied oar profes- 
sors were women, they exclaimed, 
"Mujeres" (women)! 
They asked 


many questions about the aim of this 
institute for girls, the methods of 
study and tbe family life, and one said, 
"These and one other young lady, who 
has been studying at the university, 
are the notabilities this year." Pro- 
fessor Satmeron, who bad vaM to Mrs. 
Qnllck, "I only wiab to find am wheth- 
er thete girls know bow to think," 
thoughtfully and Bicniflcantly referred 
to the fact that he bad a daughter to 
be educated. 


In 1897 them two girls received tbe 


degree Licenciado en fitosofta y letras, 
which correspond* to that of 1LA_ 
thereby opening a new era in tbe edu- 
cation of girla to Spain, 


Two members of the class of 1897 


were matriculated in tbe School of 
Pharmacy connected with the Madrid 
University in tbe autumn of that year. 
For two years they have presented 
•themselves in June and have success- 
fully, pawed the -examinations. 


PRESENT CONDITION. 


war was declared between the 


United States and Spain, for pruden- 
tial reaaonit, tbe inttttute WM moved 
to Biarritz, Franc*, an hoor distant by 
rail trott the Spanish frontier. Every 


Spanish teacher, student and servant 
accompanied the American professors. 
When the academic year opened last 
October eleven new students joined the 
classes with the full approbation of 
their parents and friends. 


It is now the planSpf the faculty of 
the Institute to re-enter Spate as soon 
as the, political 
conditions are such 


that it may be safely done. The, plan 
is to go to Madrid instead of-return- 
ing to San Sebastian, and thus be in 
a position of greater influence, as well; 
as in the literary and geographical 
center of Spain. 
SOME REASONS WHY THIS INSTI- 


TUTION SHOULD BE MADE 


PERMANENT. 


1. It is the only institution of its 


kind in Spain. 


2. Young women are prepared in 


this institute to be teachers in the day 
schools connected with the Evangeli- 
cal Missions in Spain. 


3. The education given in this insti- 


tute prepares girls to take up any spe- 
cial branch of work, such as stenogra- 
phy and typewriting and teaching lan,- 
guages, and thus 0 saves them from 
temptations incident to those who are 
employed In the tobacco manufactories 
or the other industrial establishments 
in such a country as Spain. 


4. It is thejonly school that provides 


for the higher education of the daugh- 
ters of the educated people of the 
country. This fact is recognized by the 
professors in the universities, who 
have expressed the wish thaktheir own 
children might obtain such instruction. 


5. This is the only school in Spain 


for the preparation of Christian work- 
ers in all the departments of Christian 
activity, which are found to be so nec- 
essary in our own-enlightened coun- 
try. The Christian Endeavor work has 
been planted in all tbe principal cities 
of Spain by graduates-*! the institute, 
and Spain received the banner for the 
largest proportional increase in num- 
bers at the last convention in San 
Francisco. Young Women's Associa- 
tion work has been begun in the city ot 
Madrid. A successful kindergarten 
class has been established in the city 
of San Sebastian, and a normal kin- 
dergarten class in the International 
Institute. 


6. The course of instruction in th« 


institute prepares young women for 
the studies of nursing and medicine. It 
is a great necessity in Spain that qual- 
ified women should be able to attend 
to thei£ own sex. Two of the gradu- 
ates of the class of 1897 wereNmatricu- 
lated in the autumn of that year in 
the School of Pharmacy connected 
with the Madrid University. 


7. With suitable buildings and an 


endowment, the institute will have an 
increased influence in Spain in this 
time of need, when thinking people are 
longing for such regenerating influ- 
ences. 
8. This institute is the only evangel- 


ical school for the daughters of for- 
eigners resident in Spain. 
FROM A LETTER WRITTEN BY 


MRS. ALICE GORDON GULICK. 


Biarritz, France, July 2, 1699. 


Miss C. Borden, Secretary of the In- 


ternational Institute for Girls In Spain. 
—Dear Miss Borden: Senor Azcarate, 
a member of Cortes and professor in 
the University of Madrid, a true man 
and lover of his country, welcomed Mr. 
Gulick and myself when we went to 
call anon him in 
M&drld. He ex- 


pressed great Interest in our plan to 
lound a permanent institution for the 
jigher education of girls in Madrid. 
He did not think there was any strong 
feeling against Americans, and he said 
within a short time America's position 
during the war would be forgdtten by 
the people, as they blame the Spanish 
Government for all the difficulties. 
This has also been the judgment of all 
those-*with whom we have talked. 


Seuor Azcarate promised to find 


someone of confidence who would in- 
erest himself for us, and would look 
up available land and buildings. Mr. 
Gulick therefore returned to Biarritz, 
and Miss Hopkins and I made a rapid 
.our throtfgh the South, which gave us 
an opportunity to see the gtrls who had 
graduated In past years and who are 
now teaching in that part of the conn- 
try. It has given us great satisfaction 
to see how well they-are fulfilling their 
asks, and to prove from facts that this 
nstitution is an absolute necessity in 
Spain. 


We have been urged by interested 


parents to have tbe International In- 
stitute in Cordova, Seville, Malaga, 
Saragossa, Barcelona, or in some other 
city in which they are respectively in* 
terested. 
On our return to Madrid Senor Azca- 
rate came to see us and introduced his 
friend, Senor Sablna a "corredor de 
foncas,"'a real estate agent 


With Senor Sabina several proper- 


ties were seen and studied. Mrs. Gu- 
lick writes: The house and property 
which we have decided to bring before 
the directors as desirable from every 
point of view—as far as we could learn 
—is the estate of the Count of Carrage- 
ria, who died about two years ago. It 
is situated in the Barrio (ward) de 
Arguellas on the Calle (street) Quern 
tara, between Calle Tator and Calle 
Don Martin. This war is one of the 
best in Madrid, being a residence quar- 
ter. It is fully built up with good 
bouses, so there is a reason to believe 
that there would be no trouble from 
factories or other undesirable bulld- 
inga, Electric trams pass, on Calle 
Ferra* and Calle Princess to the Puerta 
del Sol, the central square of the city. 
The ward Arguellas is In an elevated 
part of the city. Water from the-ca- 
nal de Lotoys (reservoir) reaches to 
the highest stories of the boose, while 
on the other tide of the city it does 
not rise naturally above the first story. 
The ectate covers an area of 8.768 
square netera, 1,072 taint; occupied by 
tbe building. The property is sur- 
rounded by a AM Ugh wait Tbe bouse 
was erected in 1871 under tbe direction 
of the architect, Benor Rult de Baler*, 
and is of solid construction and In fine 
condition. No expense was epared in 
tbe material used in the stonework, 
woodwork and doora, window*, etc 
Tbe plans will give an idea of tbe size 
of tbe building:*, number of room*, etc 
The basement la finished with atone 
floors, and an {he rooms on the side* 
of the house could be used for cabi- 
net*, or probably classroom* The Brat 
and second floor* have nnmmm* large 
room* whtch can be ntlUied for all the 
purpose* of tbe i nut! tote. Tbe third 
floor 1* al*o tnicbed oft, though under 


the roof, and can be used for dormi- 
tories. 


There is a low tower at each corner 


of the building, about twenty, feet 
square. These are admirably, wilted 
for classrooms, or library, or astronom- 
ical work, etc. On -the second floor is 
a small sacrlstry and chapel fro: 
the altar has been remov 
would serve for our own use, 
present, at least. 


There are baths and an arrangement 


for heating water. One section of the 
third story has been provided with a 
small kitchen, so that it could serve 
in case of need 'for a hospital. The 
bedrooms on the first and second floors j 
have fireplaces, but it would be neces- 
sary for us to have some method of 
.heating the whole house, which would 
be, in the end, less expensive. The 
house is lighted by gas. There are 
electric bells. The estate has a'per- 
petual water-right which Is valued at 
800 gallons dally, from the Canal de 
Lezoye (reservoir). The first cost of 
the estate was over $300,000, and today 
the agent estimates the actual value 
at M00.476. 


The present owners, the three chil- 


dren of the Count, have their a own 
residences and desire to sell this es- 
tate in order to divide the property. 
Others besides ourselves are consider- 
ing the question of buying it The 
*agent has mentioned a price, including 
the 4 per cent Government commis- 
sions, etc., a. total of 170,000 Spanish 
dollars, or, with the present rate of 
exchange, (140,000 in American money. 
He said there could be an arrangement 
for the payment of the money in in- 
stallments. It is our impression It we 
should offer $125,000 in American 
money it would be accepted. But it 
might be we should loose it by not 
closing prompetly with the offer, or by 
not being able to come up a little, or 
even giving tbe whole price asked.. We 
are expected to give an answer as'soon 
as possible. 


There is room in the garden if we 


should, in the future, wish to build a 
chapel or a gymnasium, or science 
hall. 


We havenever seen anything in 


Spain which seems to be so well adapt- 
ed as it stands to the different depart- 
ments and special requirements of the 
International Institute for Girls in 
Spain. 


We hope the good news may soon 


come to us that you will be able to se- 
cure this building. '

During -the time the transport Bel 


gian King was docked at Ocean! 
wharf many soldiers availed them 
selves of the opportunity of taking 
swim .in the harbor and two of them 
in so'doing narrowly 
escaped %Irom 


drowning. 


The first mishap was about 9 o'cloc 


yesterday morning. The people on th 
dock and steamer were startled with 
.cries for help 'from one of the men 
swimming. A lead line was immedi 
ately thrown joilt to the man in dis 
tress, who had-already twice sunk, bu 
the weight accidentally struck him on 
the head, the man was stunned an 
would certainly have drowned had no 
several men jumped from the dock an 
swam to his-ald. 


The. other accident occurred about 


o'clock in the afternoon, shortly be 
fore the departure of the transport. In 
thia case Private Jones, •who had. at 
tempted to swim across the harbor 
was taken with cramps at a conside^ 
able distance from the vessel, and im 
mediately sank. 
A fellow soldie 


named Huber, hearing his cries to 
help, jumped from where be 
was 


standing on the hurricane deck of the 
steamer, with all his clothes on, to 
swim to bis rescue. By the time Jone 
was reached he had sunk for the las 
time, but was brought to the surface 
by the daring soldier who had gone 
to his aid and who dived after him. 
Jones was practically drowned, and 
had just barely shown signs of life 
by the time "the .transport left. 


The soldier "Huber, -who so nobly res 


cued this drowning man in the manner 
states above, certainly deserves grea 
praise. He was loudly applauded by 
all who witnessed his brave rescue.
